in regard to the Chinese, We have 
already-noticed the Chinese Immigrants’ 
‘Bill, the Orimping Bill, and the motion 
for the suppression of Seoret Societies, 
all introduced into. the Legislative 
Council of the. Settlements within the 
last few months, and now a measure has 
been brought forward, and has passed 
its second reading, to amend the Pre- 
servation of the Peace Ordinance of 1872. 
The Bill amends Section 15 of that 
Ordinance, nome of the formalities and 
requisite proofs being omitted, and the 
Governor is empowered to deport persons 
swwhose presence in the Settlements he is 
satisfied is dangerous to the public safety 
and peace, Lt is believed that the: 
measure will: deal another effective blow 
to the Secret Societies, Great difficulty 
had been experienced in getting at the 
wire-pullers and others, who originated 
riots and lawless proceedings, through 
the impossibility of getting Chinamen to 
give evidence against eack other in such 
matters, It was stated in. the course of 
the discussion on the Bill, for instance, 
that the niain instigator in the late Post- 
Office ‘riéts waa perfectly well known, 


| but nothing could be done to him, It was 


known that at a eertain hour he had left 
his shop and led a, ee of “Samsongs,” or 
fighting-men, to attack the Chinese Post- 
office ; that he had called on the crowd to 
assist, and then, when hesaw the riot fairly 
started, had disappeared, “ This man was 
now at large in the settlements, and had 
suffered no~punishment. simply because 
the Chiness would sot give evidence 
against: him, although it is mainly 
throtigh him that about a couple of 
hundred of his cotintrymien ate in prison, 
and that some of them havé been shot 
Had the measure in question been in 
force, the Governor would have been 
able to seize this man and deport him 
from the Colony, The*rhessure will not 
only enable the Governor to inflict 
punishment for offences actually .com- 
titted, bat will also. enable him to 
prevent the ocourrence of riots and law- 
Jess proceedings by the deportation of 
the dangerous individuals who threaten 
the disturbance of the peace. No doubt 
also the very fact of “headmen,” and 
other important members of the Chinese 
community belng Hable to be summarily 
artested and deported at any moment, 


) | will tend to make theso individuals par- 


ticularly careful of their edings. 
An objection was raised to the Bill that 
it applied to naturalised British subjects 
as well as foreigners. It was pointed 
out, however, that it was scarcely 
possible to exclude naturalised British 
ae from the provisions of the

shipwrecked crew of Englishmen... Sending 
on presents of swootmeats and toys-for his 
children, and red cloth and nankeen tor 
Muda Hassim himself, Brooke followed, 
feeling his way cautiously in the Royalist 
amid INanun pirate fleets and dangerous 
shoals, until onthe 16th of August he was 
lying off Kuching, the capital of Sarawak, 
twenty miles ‘up, a hitherto unexplored river, 
and exchanging salutes with the Rajah. 
From this time he made his head-quarters 
at Sarawak, ruoning away in the Royalist 
occasionally for flying visits to other places 
on the coast of Borneo. He soon became 
confidential adviser to Muda Hassim, who 
had been for three: years at war with rebel 
tribes, At the end of 1840 ho consented 
to take the fleld for the Rajah with his 
small band of Englishmen, and in Decembor 
brought the four-years. war to an. end, 
forcing all the rebel chiefs to lay. down their 
arms, and—a hardor matter—porsuading 
Muda Hassim to accept their submission 
without the usual conflscations and exeou- 
tions, Asan inducement to him to temain 
in the country, Muda Hessim had promised 
to transfer to him the government of 
Sarawak, and in September, 1841, the 
transfer was formally made, not without 
considerable pressure, and Brooke's reign 
began, though: the formal ratitication. from 
the Sultan of Borneo did not arrive till a 
ear later, And now at last he is content, 
and can write home,: ‘As for the demon 
Time, I know not how he flies. Day succeeds 
day,-month month, and I have no ennwi— 
none of that longing to be doing something, 
and the aversion to be employed on trjtles,””.

ANOTHER DISTRESSING CASE. 

The British mariner is seeing altogether 
too many, sea-serpents, and those, too, of 
unnedoseatily. large size, A fow weeks ago, 
wo hod the story of a British Captain and 
one of his mates who saw an immenee sea- 
at pes of a unique pattern, both as to shape 
and color, somewhere near the Straits of 
Sunde, and who were eo terribly frightened 
that os soon as they reached port they went 
before a magistrate ond. solemnly swore 
never to touch—that is to say, swore to the 
trath of their story, A little later, a re- 
turned sea Captain in the Coast Guard.ser- 
vice was walking along the.shore near 
Plymouth, England, when he sawtwlarge 
ship at a distance of about three miles from 
shore suddenly yanish as though it had 
made itself air, Like a Bhaksperean witch. 
While he was yet wondering at this phonoe 
menon, he saw in the place lately occupied 
by the vanished ship what he took to ba.a. 
ee steamer with two funnels, but what a 
little observation proved to bean enormous 
ent with two upright dorsal fins, painted 
with alternate black and white stripes, Had 
it beon night, tho, snake would doubtless 
have carried the ustial red and green lights, 
and would have ‘burned a private Coston 
signal. As nearly as the Coast Guard man 
could judge, this sea-serpent. was six hun- 
dred feet long, and there is but little doubt 
that he had just gorged the vanished ship, 
and was on the lookout for a tender long- 
boat or an appetizing life-raft, 

Neither of theso unhappy British mari« 
ners, however, sav sea-serpents to the 
terrible extent to which the Captain of a 
British bark has recently seen them. On 
the 8th of July, 1876, while the bark was 
off Cape St, Roque, the weather being fine 
and clear, and the steward opening one of 
the last half dozen, ‘the Captain noticed an 
unusual commotion in the water ata dis- 
tanos of about two miles on the lee bow. 

The warm-hearted sailor steered for the 
scene of disturbance, thinking that he 
might, porhaps, find a fragment of wreck 
beating tho body. of some unhappy follow- 
being with a bottle in his pocket. He soon, 
however, discovered the trie state of the 
caso, A tremendous battle wos in progress 
between a sperm whelo, and a sea-serpent, 
while two other sperm whales, who bad 
formed a ring, were watohing-the conflict 
with faces expressive of grief and alarm. 
The snake, which was from 160 to 170 tect 
in length and 7 or 8 feet in circumference,

MARRIAGE CUSTOMS IN COREA. 

When children have reached the age of 
puberty, their parents betroth and marry 
them, without consulting thom, without 
troubling themselves about their tastes, and 
often even against their inclinations, The 


only thing that is considerod, is the rank of | 


the two contracting familics; the character 
and feelings of ‘the future couple are not 
taken into account at all, The father of 
the man puts himself into communication 
with the father of the girl, viva voce, if they 
live near one another, and by letter, if at a 
distance; they discuss the different con- 
ditions of the contract, make all arrango- 
ments, and fix upon a day for the ceremony, 
which appears most favourable according 
to the calculations of the fortune-tellors. 
In some respects these proliminaries to 
marriage, it will be seen, resemblo those in 
yozue among the Chitiese, An ovening or 
two before the day appointed for the 
matriage, the lady obtains the assistance of 
a friend to put up her hair, and ono of the 
bridegroom's relations or soquaintances 
does the same’ for hini, Those. who are 
chosen to perform this: ceremony are 


selected with great care, and aro called: 


pok-siou (in Chinese pat-shon), te “lucky 
hands,” ‘The following is on explanation 
of. thie’ somewhat odd practice,’ The 
childron of both sexes wear their hair in a 
‘single treas which hangs down their backs, 
and they always go bare-headed ; as long as 
they are unmarried, they are considered 
children (ahai), they are obliged to dress 
their hair in this way. ‘They can then play 
childish tricks and pranks, without any 
notice. being taken of them, for they are 
not anpposed to be capable. of serious 
thought or action. But marriage brings 
civil enidancipation, at whatever age it may 
be contracted, even if the bridegroom be no 
more than twelve or thirteen years old. 
Henceforth they are.men and women, and 
must put away childish things; the new 
wife takes her. place among matrons,.and 


the young husband hag thn right of speak. | 


ing at meotings of men, ond also of wearing 
a hat for the future! After the hair has 
been “* put up” for marriage the men wear 
it knotted on the tops of their heads a little 
to the front..--According to ancient tradi. 
tion, they ought never to cut a single hair 
off but eapecially at the capital, young men 
who wish to turn their personal advantages 
to account, and avoid “wearing too. thick a 
bundle of hair, have the tops of their heade 
shaved: Married women, on the contrary,
